tice of any ſuch Murder, Robbery oz Burglary committed, that Hue and Cry be immediately raiſed and purſued with di- 


' ligence, both by Yozſe and Foot, foꝛ the Appzehenſion of ſuch Offenders : And Me do hereby ſtrictly Require and Com⸗ 


mand, That all Uintners, Keepers of common Oꝛdinaries, Gaming-houlcs, Inn⸗keepers, Houlc⸗keepers, and other per⸗ 
ſons that keep Lodgings, Chamberlains and Hoſtiers, and keepers of common Poſtleries, and all other perſons whatſo- 
ever, where any of the perſons above named; oz any others that have committed, o2 ſhall commit any ok the Crimes akoꝛe⸗ 
laid, ſhali come, oz be, oz Whither they oꝛ any of them hall Reſozt, do immediately Appꝛehend, oꝛ caule them to be Appze- 
hended, and carried to ſome Juſtice of Peace, to be pzoceeded againſt accoꝛding to Law. And if any Umtner, Keepers 
of common Oꝛdinaries, Gaming⸗houles, Keeper of Lodgings, Chamberlains, Poſtlers, and Keepers of common Poſtleries, 
hall be careleſs and negligent therein; Our Will and Pleaſure is, that they Hall be p2occeded againſt and puniſhed there⸗ 


foꝛe, ſo far foꝛth as by due courſe of Law they may. And fo2 the Encouragement of ſuch as Mall Appꝛehend the Offenders 


above named, oꝛ any of them, Me are graciouſly pleaſed,and do hereby declare, That ſuch Perlon oꝛ Perſons, who Hall at 
any time befoze the Four and twentieth day of June now nert enſuing, Appꝛehend any of the Perſons above named, oz cauſe 
them oꝛ any of them to be Appꝛehended and bzought into Cuſtody, and Mall Pꝛolecute the laid Perſons 02 any of them to a 
Conviction foz their ſeveral Offences, ſhall within Fifteen days after ſuch Conviction have a Reward of Ten Pounds fo 
every of the ſaid Offenders lo Appꝛehended and Convicted as afozeſaid. And all and every Sheriff and Sheriffs of the reſpe- 


ctive Counties and Sheriffwicks, where ſuch Conviction ſhall be had, are hereby required upon the Certificate of the Judge, 


o2 under the Hands of Two oz moꝛe Juſtices of theÞeace, befoꝛe whom ſuch Perlon oꝛ Perſons [hail be bzought and Con⸗ 
victed,to pay unto the Perſon oꝛ Perſons who [hall Tn en all oz any of the Offenders above named, oꝛ upon Whole Ap⸗ 
pꝛehenſion they, oꝛ any of them ſhall b: Convitted, the ſaid Reward of Ten Pounds within the time afozelaid, koꝛ each and 
every of the ſaid Offenders ſo Appꝛehended and Convicted as afoꝛeſaid, out of the publick Moneys received by him in that 
County Where ſuch Perſon oz Perſons lhall be Convicted, which ſhall be allowed unto him upon his Accompt in the Exche⸗ 
quer, foz the Allowance whereof this Pꝛoclamation ſhall be a ſufficient Warrant. And fo the better diſcovery of theſe and 
other Offenders in this kind, Me are pleaſed further to Require and Command all, and every Perſon and Perlons who keep 
Hozſes at Livery>o2 Let Hozſes out to Hire, in any part of the Cities of London oz Weſtminſter, Burrough of Southwark, oz 
Counties of Middleſcx oz Surrey,fozthwith to give a juſt Accompt to the Two next Juſtices of Peace, of ail ſuch Hozles as he 
oꝛ they ſo keep at Libery, oꝛ Let out to Hire, and who are the Owners thereof, with the place of his oz their uſual Abode. Foz 
which purpoſe Our Pleaſure is, That the Julkices of Peace of the reſpective Cities and Counties afozelaid, oz ſome of 
them, do koꝛthwith meet together, and lend koꝛ Hoſtlers and others concerned, to give an Accompt accoꝛding to this Dur 
Royal commandment in that behalf. And koꝛalmuch as many Perlons keep Hozles in their Stables paivately foz the fur- 


_ . niſhingofothers that commit theſe great Offences, We therefoze have thought fit to Publiſh and Declare, That if any 


_— ſhall Furnich another with HÞozſes who ſhall commit any ok the Offences akoꝛelaid, he oꝛ they ſo Furnilhing the

ſame, (hall be pzoceded againſt and puniſhed actoꝛding to the utmoſt ſeverities of Law. And laſtly, We do hereby Charge 


and Command all Lieutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants, Juſtices of the Peace, Payozs, Sheriffs, ayliffs, and other Df- 
ficers and Perſons whatloever to take notice of this Dur Royal Þ2oclamation, and give due Ovedience thereunts ; and 
alſo to be aiding and aſſiſting in all things tending to the execution thereof, as they tender Our Pleaſure, and upon pain of 
being p2oceeded againſt as Contemners of Our Royal Authozity in a matter ot lo great concern to tho Publique, accoꝛding 
to the ſtricteſt rules of Juſtice. 43 5
